There's always 
the possibility it' will take something in 
tfte nature of a disaster to change present 

thinkings 



Right now_th,ere. is' no age restriction 
for boat Operators. A child of 5 can op- 
erate the most powerful raotorboat on 
any waters in Idaho. In practice, it's not 
uncommon for children of 10 or even 
younger to operate boats equipped with 
powerful outboard motors. It's not a 
question of the youngsters not being cap- 
able; it's a matter of responsibility and 
judgment which children can't.be expect- 
ed to have. Moreover, with the present 
proliferation of boats, a child operator 
poses a throat to all others on the water. 
The seriousness of the problem starts to 
■■•take shape when you consider that Twin 
Falls County has licensed 1,126 boats so 
far during 1966. 

Consider the limited areas where a boat 
can be used and the problem is com- 
pounded. In Twin Falls County, Snake 
River offers three relatively short 
stretches • of o pen water In H agerman 
Valley; above Shoshone Falls and above 
Twin Falls. Then there's Murtaugh Lake, 
Salmon Reservoir and Roseworth Reser- 
voir. That about exhausts the nearby 
possibilities. Any boat owner who goes 
farther afield, say to Magic Reservoir, 
finds rnore boats from many other coun- 
ties. 

— Those who believe there Is no danger 
had better wake up and face facts. The 
danger Is real, not only for occupants of 
boats but for swimmers. A case in point 
Is the incident near Spokane In which a 
13-year-old operator of a' boat killed one 
swimmer and seriously injured another. 
Inasmuch as a locaTIaw specifies that no 
person under 14 can operate a boat of 
more than 10 horsepower, the case land- 
ed in a court. It's interesting to note the 
boy was placed on probation, adults in- 
volved were fined $200 and $100, respec- 
tively, and ordered to sell the boat within 
30 days. Boat owners who refuse to face 
up to the dangers involved should be ban- 
ned from the water. 

i In some rospects, it can be claimed op- 
eration, of a boat Involves dangers not 
present on the highway. In event of an 
accident, there's always the threat of 
drowning. And Tn operation of a boat, 
there may be plenty of space In which to 
maneuver, but also there's no center line 
and no traffic lanes such ns those pro- 
vided on highways. 

J.L r -Qmiilu^tQ,be_flecn_whuL4ictlon will 
bo taken, if any, (n a state that consistent- 
ly refuses to eliminate one of the great- 
est hazards from its highways. There is 
absolutely no regulation regarding mov- 
ing fnrm machinery on Idaho highways. 
Again, it child of 10 la perfectly free to 
drive n farm tractor nlong any highway. 
Ho Isn't required to linvc,n license, not 
is there any sort of idenm lent Ion on Ihe 
fnrm vehicle. It's had enough to hnve 

. _!ho_slow-mQYlng .tractors .moving- nt will 
nlong highways, but at times it's nlrnV 
crimlnnl to permit unlicensed child oper- 
ators. Idaho's rurnl-orlcnted Legislature 
has refused to face the problem, perhaps 
under pressure of farmers who insist they 
must hnvo the nsslstnnce of children In 
tho fields. 

That's each farmer's personal problem. 
H lie must ma bin children lit the fields, 
that's up to him. nut ncndliiR n child op- 
erator of n trncior out onto tho public 
highways Is nnothor mutter imd one that 
ccrtnlnfy gocn beyond u farmer's person- 
al buHlnoHfl. There's ton much traffic tin 
Idaho's highways to continue tha prac- 
tice.

WHIRLIGIG

WASHINGTON— That big brain which served 
McGcorgc Dundy well as the top Presidential 
j,-. inlde on national security has 
jk-'come up with a block-busting 
'idea In Its new assignment as 
thinking machine for the Ford 
Foundation. Bundy, now presi- 
dent ot the Foundation, sees'. no 
reason why educational TV 
should not free-load on any new 
jjatelltte communications system 
i the future. 

Bundy's idea has ' received 
'scant attention across the lend, 
which Is too bad because it is a 
T,nr -gutsy and Imaginative bit of 
thinking which could solve the problem ot financ- 
ing educational alternates lo Batman and 3ft- 
ycar-old Grade C movies. Big Business, In the 
persons of the Communications Satellite Corp. 
(Comsat)" and Americnn T. and T., already has 
come out against It and this is good because the 
idea is worthy of the closest- scrutiny in a- coun- 
try still based on the capitalistic system. 

SATELLITE FOR EACH TIME ZONE — Al 
first look, however, Bundy's proposal 3cems 
about as simple and fair a solution as can be 
devised. Bundy would set up a cost-cutting satel- 
lite system to relay commercial TV shows 
across the country and assigjPa percentage of 
the savings accruing to, the commercial net- 
works to finance educational TV. The plan Is 
based on the conclusion of all communications 
experts that the future of TV networks lies, in 
satellites placed in fixed positions over the four 
different time zones of the U.S. . 
-Today, TV programs^are relayed over ground 
facilities such ns microwaver towers or coaxial 
cables. With a satellite system, TV prograi 
would be beamed 22.3C0 miles to an electronic 
sphere in synchronous orbit with the earth which 
In _ liirn"wouId"bcarri the" programs back to earth. 
That's how the U.S. got that soccer game played 
in London. 

CHEAPER BY MILUONS-It has been esti- 
mated that the commercial networks now 
spend more than J65 million a year for televi- 
sion and radio relay service from A.T. and T. 
A non-profit satellite system would cost the 
networks less than $20 million annually, leaving 
a $45 million bundle for educational TV. 

Bundy, who worked on his idea with Fred 
Frioitfly,- former- president- of-GBS L -news- divi- 
sion, has acknowledged that the proposal may 
not be the ideal answer to the financial woes of 
educational TV. He has urged that the Ford 
Foundation- suggestion be studied along with 
other proposals before the Federal Communica- 
tions System makes an exclusive award of -TV 
satellites to commercial carriers. The FCC 
can hardly refuse to do this. — i-V 

COMSAT, A.T. AND T. AGAINST IT— Mean- 
while, both Comsat and A.T. nnd T. have pre- 
ferred valid arguments in their own profit-mak- 
ing behnif;, Comsat claims it is the sole chosen 
instrument of Congress, under law, to operate 
satellite'systemsrand-tharihe'FCC'IackraTi: 
thorily to set up a competitor. And AT. and T. 
warnsvthat licensing of private satellite systems 
would add to the costs of other customers of 
profit-making communications circuits. — 

But through Bundy the Ford Foundation ar- 
gues that the FCC has broad discretionary pow- 
ers to introduce new services. Moreover, it 
said, the law creating Comsat stressed the. re- 
quirements of "national interest." If the Bundy 
proposal Is found to "be in that "national inter- 
ests," it should be adopted.

And the arguments of Comsat 
nnd A.T. and T. should 'be considered in the 
context that space belongs to the people, not to 
some capitalist, until the people assign that 
space to either the capitalist or a non-profit out- 
fit. It Is not outlandish to suggest that educa- 
tional TV Is no more- of an imposition on 'the 
industry than some of the Idiotic shows the in- 
dustry now imposes on its captive customers.

WASHINGTON ^(AP) — Presi- 
dent Johnson is sorely puzzled. 

This is what came through his 
rather relaxed news conference 
Tuesday. 

He would like to lind some- 
thing-better than -he-has- now-for 
trying to keep prices and wages 
in line although what he" has 
now has had holes kicked In it. 

Meanwhile, having nothing 
better, he's holding on to what 
be has. 

And what he has, and has had 
for years, is a so-called and now 
out-of-date guideline: A volun- 
tary rule that wages should "not 
go up more than 3.2 per cent — 
representing the annual In- 
crease in .productivity. Under 
this formula, industry is . 
ed to maintain relatively stable 
prices. 

Trying to hold on to it means 
he hasn't had new idens on it 
since the steel companies last, 
week ignored his pleas ■ and 
raised prices and the airline 
machinists rejected as not 
enough the wage agreement he 
approved. The strikers contin- 
ued their walkout, now over a 
month old, 

Johnson proudly told news- 
men at his conference how the 
United States is better off than 
any other big country in fighting 
Inflation, saying: "We have the 
hest stabilization record of any 
industrial nation in the world." 

But when a reporter reminded 
him that because of inflation 
per capita buying power In 1058 
prices Is actually down from $2,- 
i287 to 52,277, Johnson said he

For instance, take the airlines 
dispute where • Johnson ap- 
proved the wage agreement 
which ihe airlines and the 
machinists' negotiators agreed 
to although the rank-and-file 
machinists turned it down. 

This would have given the 
machinists an increase figured 
at 6 to 7 per cent with fringe 
benefits, which with Johnson's 
consent broke the very 3,2 per 
cent guideline he wanted others 
to acccpl. 

And other businesses, after 
seeing the steel industry kick 
over the traces and even Ignore 
tho administration's plea to con- 
sult with It before boosting its 

K rices Inst week, will hardly 
□Id back from raising prices. 
Jnhnson-practlcally- admitted 
a rcnlixcitinn ot thin without say- 
ing so when he told the news- 
men: 

Every effort Is being made to 
find formulas and procedures 
that would be fair to the worker 
and management. Wo arc con- 
stantly looking for something 
heller." 



Reagan discussed his political 
future with this writer here to- 
day in the frank way that 
leaves me with 
a mighty good 
impression. 

The encourag 
ing polls not- 
withstanding, he 
is grimly aware 
that In his bat- 
tle with Cox 
Pat Brown foi 
the Sacramento | 
chair he faces 
an enormously 
entrenched ma- 
chine, and any reports of o'vci 
confidence are utter nonsense. 

He feels already the "Johnson 
Administration's heavy opposi-l 
tlon that extends right down to 
the rapacious janitors of the! 
party. And he is encountering 
at the same time, for Sen. Rob- 
ert F. Kennedy's own reasons, 
the continuous hatchet work of 
the Kennedy cabal. 

Reagan knows full, well that 
the talk about him for the Pres- 
idency is an added burden in 
his race here, and If he hSd his 
way he would certainly extra- 
dite this from the present prob- 
lem. 

He sees money and organiza- 
tional power coming in against 
him from Washington labor 
union headquarters in spile of 
his -leadership ~nnd -experience 
as a trade union man. He also 
sees an all-out attack being 
mounted by professional Negro 
organizers in Ihe militant civil 
rights groups in every urban 
area. 

On the plus side, Reagan sees 
a trend against such opposition. 
FTesident Johnson won this 
stale by nearly 1,300,000 votes. 
Republican Sen. George Murphy 
subsequently won by about 200,- 
000. The switch to a Republican 
candidate involved around a 
iillon and n half voters. This, 
along with Reagan's big win in 
the primary, gives him a solid 
basis for his hopes. 

Moreover; there's fratricide 
aplenty In -Governor Brown's 
party. The cumulative result is 
a political hodge-podge inside 
the party as complicated and 
confusing as alphabet soup at 
a Chinese dinner. 

But- as -H.-L, -Menckcn-once 
said of FDR's third term: "N( 
one .wants to change barrel; 
when going over _the falls.' 

knows the Democrats 
have a history of closing ranks 
by the time elections loom and 
the chfps are down. 
Balancing this, Reagan's own 



California's voting strength is 
concentrated In hb home area, 
but the Republican dissidents 
here and in the San Francisco 
region arc indispensable to him 
in this heavily Democratic-reg- 
istration slate. 

Many of. these have-declared 
publicly for him since the .pri- 
mary; even "more are moving 
actively to his support behind 
the. scenes. His private disclc- 
c of the names in- 
volved in lhat Important shift 
confirms my own findings in 
San Francisco. 

The basis for this is Reagan 
himself. It doesn't take him 
very -long to break through tha 
"merely an actor" nonsenso 
built up lo knock him down. 

As a sensible man, he knows 
he cannot hope to get out- from 
under the snide' brusboff and 
will be constantly clobbered by 
this capsule condemnation. 

Nevertheless, It didn't hurt 
candidate George Murphy too 
much, and there Is admittedly 
very wide satisfaction here with 
Murphy's performance In tha 
Senate. . " 

Facing all this, Reagan has 
wisely chosen Ihe only possible r 
way to win. He had dedicated . 
himself to polarizing tho pro- 
test vote. 

As usual with the "ins," th» 
opposition-- strategy— Is-to lure — 
hioi into prescribing for count- 
less problems to which the ■ 

themselves do not know 
the answer and force him to 
'be specific." 

.The purpQsg-of this traditional 
Jimmick Is to make the con- 
tender look like a fentherwclght 
upstart "ducking the issues," 
although the "issue s" are 
chosen by his opponent with the 

iuul-accompaniment-of- phony ~~~ 
statistics. The purpose is- to 
throw the contender onto the 
defensive. 

Reagan intends to. avoid this 
trap even at the risk of sound- 
inc innocuous to our teaching- 
talking - writing intelligentsia, 
who arc"Tlotr^ing-4cU)tTo£Wm 
anyway. _ " — 

Many candidates under the 
similarly stacked conditions 
that Reagan faces have let their 
own vanity (tht anxiety to dis- 
play-total-knowledge)-trip-them - — 
up. They found themselves forc- 
ed onto the defensive by rising 

to the bait and this cost th«m 

their chance to polarizs^ tha 
protest vote. 

Reagan is determined to keep 
out of this trap and -is utterly — 
free of the vanity that would ' , _ 
toss him Into it.

NEW YORK (AP) — Inflation 
Is putting falsles on many a sta- 
tistic. Take retail sales. At a 
quick glance, the big rebound la 
June and July from the drop in 
April and May could be hailed 
by the unwary as~a~fllgn " that 
consumers had 'regained their 
confidence and resumed their 
old free-spending habits.- 

But most ' tfohsumera'profably 
would say they are buying just 
about the same things bow, and 
In the same amounts,' as they 
were a few months back, or a 
year ago'for that matter. 

The thing Is that they're pay- 
ing more for their purchases 
now. And, too, there are more 
potential customers all the time 
for the retail stores as the job- 
holding population expands, 

So naturally it follows that 
July's retail sales total of $25.5 
billion would be higher than a 
year ago. The Commerce De- 
partment reports this July's 
figures 8 per cent higher than 
lost year. But while the statis- 
tics are seasonally adjusted, 
they aren't price adjusted. And 
the volume In units purchased 
would be considerably less than 
8 per, cent higher than last- year. 
-Other statistics are equally 
price-Inflated — . and-subjectrto 
deflation' if you want to get at 
the actual state of the economy.

"Pesticide Log" -prepared by 
Roland Portman, entomologist, 
Is convenient for making requir- 
ed notes of chemlcafii used, 
when, on what crops, and weath- 
er-condition* when- the Job was 
done. 

Frco copies of the leaflet can 
be obtained at the county 
agent's office.- 

Tho record sheet has space for 
Jotting down essential details 
nbout each application for fu- 
ture reference. It also tolls how 
to figuro the amount of liquid 
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or w ettable p owder r equired for 
a specific Job. ' 

Several suggestions for safe 
use of sprays and dusts are 
Wen. The grower Is responal- 
tc for residues on his crops as 
well as for problems created by 
drift to other properties or 
crops, the entomologist points 
it. 

Always read the label before 
using agricultural chemicals, 
the leaflet advises. Keep sprays 
and dusts out of the reach of 
children arid pets. Store chem- 
icals in original containers' nnd 
keep- them - tightly closed. 

Never smolio when Bprnylng 
or dusting. Avoid fnhallni 
sprays or dustsr Cover fced nnc 
water containers when trcatlnp 
around livestock. Dispose ot 
empty containers so they pose 
no threat to humans, animals, 
or valuable plants.

,The 1966 annual - meeting of 
the-Idaho-Noxious- Weed Con- 
trol Association, meeting at tho 
Unlverslty-ot-ldaho,-htts-drawn 
more than 100 specialist to dis- 
cuss the problem of weed con- 
trol. Experts said It is costing 
$40 million each year to control 
weeds on Idaho'sThlghly-rdevel- 
oped agricultural lands, and 
control has been effective, but 
expressed concern over forest 
and range - lands that do not 
benefit from weed control pro- 
grams. 

According to a 1965 Idaho 
noxious weed survey moro than 
2,593,000 acres are weed in- 
fested. This a 571,000-acrc in- 
crease over the last survey In 
1951. The present survey shows 
a two-fold Iticreaso in weed In- 
festation on federal lands In tho 



past 15 years. Bureau of Land 
Management and U.S. Forest
